County’s Estimates 
4,433,400 Pounds 
From 2,463.3 Acres 

From a third to a half of Mor¬ 
gan county's 1954 crop of burley 
tobacco already has been strip¬ 
ped, and some already has been 
hauled to warehouses. 

Weather has been ideal for 
stripping during the past few 
weeks, and farmers have made 
the most of it.

Morgan was in a tier of counties 
tn mid-Eastem Kentucky that en¬ 
joyed good rains in July while 
the rest at the state suffered 
from a searing drouth. Growth 
of burley to heights of nine fee* 
was common on Morgan farms. 

Late rains interfered with the 
proper curing of the weed in 
some instances and as a result 
there Is some houseburn. But 
damage from this is not so great 
as was at first believed So, all 
in all, Morgan’s crop will be 
about average, or maybe a little 
above average. 

A total of 2.403 3 acres of bur¬ 
ley was harvested in Morgan this 
year, according to the prelimin¬ 
ary estimate of the county ASC 


office. This includes 16.4 acres of 
excess burley grown above al¬ 
lotments which will be marked 
on a red card and the penalty 
paid by the growers. 

If the crop averages 1,800 
pounds per acre, which most ob¬ 
servers think it will, Morgan has 
' produced 4,433,400 pounds this 
year. An average price of $50 a 
hundredweight would bring a 
cash income of $2,116,700. 

This Is slightly less than last 
year’s cash Income of $2,232,561, 
but would be better than any pre¬ 
ceding year except 1953 and 1952. 
The 1952 crops brought the all- 
time record income of $2,393,258.

To observe and enjoy beauty 
of the hills of Morgan at this 
time of year is something that no 
one should miss. Here in the 
Bluegrass county of the moun¬ 
tains can be seen nature in all its 
primitive beauty and glory' The 
hills are covered with a mixture 
of oak, maple, beech, hickory and 
poplar and in many places pine 
and hemlock The hillsides are 
clothed with the forest trees and 
shades of many colors, orange, 
green, gold and brown. Only in 
a few places do you see culti¬ 
vated crops of corn on the hill¬ 
sides as most of the crops are 
only placed in the level land and 
along streams. Many fields are 
green where the land is in pas¬ 
ture and catt'e grazing and mat- ’ 
a picture of beauty and prosper¬ 
ity. Fields that a few weeks ago 
were crowded with fine tobacco 
which is now in barns being 
stripped are green with cover 
crops of wheat, vetch, etc 

Highways wind up nearly all 
the large streams and creeks and 
add to the scene of beauty as they 
round a curve and pass nicely- 
painted and often new farm 
homes. Go up Smith Creek or 
Wheelrim of Johnson or down 
Devil’s Fork below Wrigley, or 
up Grassy Creek and Caney Val¬ 
ley and Elkfork Everywhere 
you go new scenes and beauty- 
meet your view on every side. 
Along the way a school bus stops 
and bright, eager faced youngs 
sters board the bus on their way 
to school or hurriedly get off and 
run up the bank or across the 
road to their homes. A load of 
fine shining coal or logs and lum¬ 
ber and sometimes a truck filled 
with hogs or cattle pass ypu by 
on their way to market. On Fri¬ 
day evening or Saturday morn¬ 
ing and Sunday evening literally 
hundreds of Ohio automobiles 
come and go, in and out of Mor¬ 
gan to spend the week end.

The four 
breeds are Red Danish. Black and 
White Hot milk), shorthorn fori 
meat and Jersey. More than 
four-fifths of the milk is used for 
butter production and though the 
country is small they rank second 
greatest butter exporter in the 
world. Cheese is another im¬ 
portant export in Denmark and 
the production has increased from 
30,000 tons in 1939 to 75.000 in 
1951. Denmark is the first coun¬ 
try in the world which Is able to 
guarantee that it's butter and 
cheese are manufactured from 
the milk of 100'7 tubercle-free 
cows. 

Besides rating second in butter 
export Denmark is “number one” 
among the egg exporters of the 
world There are no fewer than 
22 million hens in this country 
and thousands of tons of eggs are 
being exported. Of course, when 
we think of eggs we think of 
bacon also and Danish bacon is 
very outstanding as an export. 
Denmark breeds yearly about 3 1 2 
million pings in which over half 
of the production is used for ex¬ 
ports. Beef and veal are also im¬ 
portant Danish exports. 

Danish farming has been radi¬ 
cally mechanized and today tjiere 
are douul idd,iiv;u Udtiuia »»* 
mark The mechanization has 
also reached out to Denmark’s 
130.000 small holders as modern 
machine stations have enabled 
even the small farmers to hire 
tractors or a combiner when one 
is needed The Danish soil is cul¬ 
tivated on the rotation system in 
which the most important crops 
are cereals, roots and grass. The 
yield per acre is very high com¬ 
parer! to that of other countries 

Danish farms are of all sizes, 

, from the large estates down to 
the small holdings of a few acres 
but all of them are intensively 
j managed and cultivated which 
helps make Denmark, only two- 
thirds the size of Kentucky, “the 
bacon and egg country of the 
World."

GINNY DAY VISITS HOLLAND AND 
VIENNA ON HER EUROPEAN TOUR 


REPORT FROM HOLLAND 

That roving letter-writer ii> at 
it again. Every time the Courier 
publishes a letter from Ginny 
Day, West Liberty girl now hold- 
irg down a Civil Service job in 
W icabaden. Germany we get a 
number of comments from read¬ 
ers. telling how much they enjoy 
the accounts of Ginny's travels 
on "the continent.” We usually 
keep n letter on file, awaiting 
space in the Courier Recently, 
she wrote of her travels to Spain, 
and had hardly got settled before 
she was off again for a visit in 
the windmill land of Holland 1 
Parts of her letter follow— 

Rita (a German girl), Betty 
(Kentucky). Ann (Indiana) and 
I (the hill-bllliest Kaintucklan 
there is) left Wiesbaden on the 
morning of June 19 for Holland 
We crossed the border into Hol¬ 
land about 2 30 p m 

It was Rita's first trip out of 
Germany and she was so excited 
that had it not been f"i tin. out 
trip might have been somewhat j 
dull. I know she thinks Ameri¬ 
cans are the most nonchalant 
people in the world 

We got into Amsterdam at 4 30 
Amsterdam was ovarly crowded 
and I think it was Dutch Navy- 
Day. because the Navy hand was 
performing in the City Square 
and a lot of cute little sailors 
were collecting money from the 
passerSby. 

Our hotel—it was really a pen¬ 
sion and had the atmosphere of 
a private home—had steps going 
to our room that were so tiny and 
Ktraight up and down that we 
had to turn our feet sideways to 
get up them. The room was min 
lure sired with miniature furni¬ 
ture The man who took us to 
our rooms showed us how to get 
down the steps back down We 
dressed and went out to dinner 

The people are friendly and 
love Americans, especially since 
the flood they had a couple years 
back. After eating we went out 
to take a canal trip Amsterdam 
has something like 74 or 84 canals 
In It. The people commute by 
boat a lot and also drive a lot 
of Americans cars. and. of course, 
ride bicycles 

Our canal cruiser seated 77 All 
the canal bridges were pretty 
One bridge had 2.000 lights on 

It. 

Next day for breakfast each of 
our plates was covered with ham 
with two eggs on«Iop of the ham. 
three kinds of bread, strawberry 
jam. After eating we managed 
to get our suitcases and ourselves 
down the ladder-stairs. Betty 
and I had on full skirts and they 
would blow out and we couldn’t 
see where the next step was It’s 
a wonder one of us didn’t get 
.i lug fall 

We took some pictures and then 
crossed the sea by ferry( or may¬ 
be tt was a canal). First we 
stopped at a cheese factory An 
unusual place There was a bunk 
bed affair built in the wall and 
the Mom and Pop and baby slept 
in it Some woman said, ‘‘You 
don’t mean you and your hus¬ 
band both sleep in that little 
thing.” The Dutch lady replied, 
“Certainly. How else do you 
think we got that baby'’" They 
ate in the same room where they 
slopt They keep the cows light 
In the same building They had 
individual stalls, but the stall- 
wall only went up a little way. 
That barn part was as clean as a 
whistle and had a good smell— 
not barny at all Right across 
from where they kept the cows, 
they made the cheese. They had 
little closets built in the wall that 
separated t h e people's living 
quarters from the cows’ quarters 
and In each closet was a chafing 
dish with milk i i candle 

to hMt the milk to make the 
cheese. In the same building yet,

side where they stored the hav, 
they had big packages and balls 
of cheese to sell. Also the stable 
boy slept in one of the closets 
where they make the cheese It 
was terrific and one of the clean¬ 
est places I’ve ever seen. You 
could get a variety of odors— 
food being cooked, the hay, the 
cheese—but not once did you 
smell any cow manure, rather, 
they had some kind of sand with 
deodorant in It. Anyway, there 
wasn't any manure in there. The 
Dutch are clean 

We then went on up by the 
7.eider Zee that is known to us 
as the North Sea and passed the 
place where Hans Branker is sup¬ 
posed to have kept his finger in 
the break in the dike years ago 
to keep the city from being 
floded. At Vollendam—a little 
fishing village—the people were 
dresed in native costumes with 


the wooden shoes. They pull 
them off and put on soft soled 
ones when they go inside. I think 
I would have melted with those 
big heavy skirts or trousers on. 
The women wore white lace caps 
and aprons. The whole place re¬ 
minded me of fairyland 
Wc took a boat over to Marken 
Island. On this island is where 
they inter-marry. I thought some 
of them had an odd look; some 
seemed intelligent enough Any¬ 
way, 400 years ago, six families 
came to Marken Island from I 
Norway and now they have 1500 i 
people on the Island and still I 
have only the six original names. 

They had a lot of thatched 
roofs All over Holland they have 
little seats built on the backs of | 
bicycles for the biddies 

Wf came back to Amsterdam 
and filled up the car and headed 
back to Wiesbaden. Next door 
to our hotel we had a big wicn- 
schnitr.el, and it sure tasted good 
Get to bed a little after mid¬ 
night—and that’s Holland 


TRIP TO VIENNA 

Ginny Day of West Liberty, j 
who has a Civil Service Job in 
Wiesbaden. Germany, is taking 
advantage of he* time abroad and 
is visiting many countries and 
places of interest. The following 
is an account of her trip to the 
storied Vienna— 

Rose and I left Wiesbaden by- 
train Friday. July 2. There were 
a lot of Americans on the train 
since we had a long week end 
coming up and Munich is the big 
city in Bavaria where you make 
connections to a lot of resorts 
At Munich we changed to the 
Salzburg train and went to sleep 
Three hours later, we stumbled 
around the Bahnhof (train sta¬ 
tion) and finally found the cus¬ 
toms office and had our pass¬ 
ports stamped To get to our 
i-oom at the Munchenerhof hotel 
we had to stand on the street and 
ring the bell and the desk clerk 
came outside and opened some 
big iron gates and let us in 

Salzburg is a very small place 
and everything they had either 
had Mozart's name or picture on 
It 

Next day we took the military 
train from Salzburg to Vienna. 
It took us 4 hours to get there. 
MP's checked everyone who got 
on the train and escorted it to 
Vienna because wc had to go 
through the Russian Zone We 
arrived In Vienna around 3 in 
the afternoon. The train com¬ 
mander was from Tennessee, and 
he immediately noticed my Ken¬ 
tucky accent and carried our bags 
to the taxi. Everyone was ex¬ 
tremely polite. 

Next morning. July 5th. we 
went on a conducted tour of the 
city and visited all five zones:

BABY CROP ADDS 9 800.000 YEARLY 


The population boom that got under way 
right after World War II is continuing to run jus* 
as strongly as ever. Once again the baby^crop 
s going to break all past records, going beyond 
the four million mark this year for the firs, 
time. Death rates continue ta decline. 

Shedding more light on the situation is a 
new official report on the population of the 
United States. The report shows that 9,400,000 
people have been added in the last tayMn, 
boosting total U.S. population to 162.400.000. in¬ 
cluding the armed forces. The rate of growth 
row in 1954, is uo to more than 2,800.000 a yea: 

That’s like adding a new city with as many 
people as the metropolitan area of Detroit even- 
vear. In a period of four years, its like adding 
io the U. S. more than half of Canada’s populi- 


All of these people need to be fed and clothed 
and housed and provided with the myriad things 
that the modem individual is expected to enjoy 
Here at least is a partial explanation of why 
business activity continues to run at a high level 
in a peacetime period.

It has been prenomenally successful When 
R.E.A. began operation, fewer than 10 percent 
of American farm homes had electricity Today- 
more than 90 percent enjoy the blessings of 
power on the farm Indeed, the work of the 
agency has been so widely accepted by both po¬ 
litical parties that it is a shock now to see 
Seeretarv Benson making this highly suspicious 
attack on its rate structure, an attack that 
smacks rancidly of private-power propaganda 
And we are sorry to see Mr. Nelsen, who should 
know better, singing harmony to the same song. 


WHY 90 PERCENT PARITY 
MI ST BE CONTINUED 
(From the Progressive Farmer! 


Secretary Benson and the Administration 
have taken the first round of the support price 
battle. But there will be many more rounds be¬ 
fore the fight is won by either side. 

As the matter now stands, 1955 support prices 
for basic commodities will range between 82'; 
and 90 percent of parity. But unless action is 
taken by Congress during 1955, support prices in 
1956 and following years may fall all the way to 
a disastrous 75 percent of parity. As we say on 
page 148, we must keep fighting to remedy the 
present serious inequity shown by the chart on 
that page. Here are six basic reasons why farm¬ 
ers must keep up this fight until they win: 


1. Ninety percent support* have stabilised the 
price of cotton, so that farmers can plan their 
operations with a reasonable hope for profit. 

(See ‘ Why We Like 90 Percent Support Prices" 
June issue, page 132.) Prior to 1933, cotton 
prices went up or down each year an average of 
29 percent. Since 1947, with 90 percent supports, 
annual price declines have averaged only 6 per¬ 
cent. 

Flexible supports destroy the stability of farm 
prices. They also mean lower farm prices. 
Farmers are in a tight squeeze. They are caught 
between fairly rigid prices for the things they 
buy and declining prices for what they sell—as 
is graphically shown by the chart on page 148 
Moreover, they are faced with a sharp lowering 
of parity itself on wheat, corn and peanuts. This 
is due to the use of “modernized parity-” for basic- 
commodities after Jan. 1, 1956. For several basic 
crops modernized parity is considerably lower 
than present parity—33 cents a bushel lower for 
wheat. 19 cents lower for corn. 1.3 cents a pound 
lower for cotton, 2.4 cents a pojind or about 20 
percent lower for peanuts. The Progressive 
Farmer believes that parity should be kept up- 
to-date. We are not opposed to modernized 
parity. But with a lower parity, it becomes 
doubly important that farmers get at least 90 
percent of this lower parity 


2. Price support* at 90 percent parity are 
already flexible because parity itself is flexible. 

If farm price supports have been “rigid.” it is 
only because prices of the things farmers buy- 
have been even more rigid. When they decline, 
parity also declines. What Benson & Co. are 
advocating is a double “flexibility.” With a parity 
that has always been flexible. Benson also insists 
that price supports be based on a “flexible” 
percentage of parity All this flexibility in 
prices, coupled with ‘flexible” production due to 
weather conditions, is more than many farmers 
can stand. 


3. Tied into the 9C percent parity program 
as a fundamental part is production control. 

As a result of Benson’s campaign, many people 
believe that a low variable parity program will 
make production controls unnecessary. This is 
not true. The lower price resulting from variable 
supports will not control production Records for 
25 years show that price has some influence on 
the cotton acreage. But it has been too little 
and too late to prevent disastrous price-breaking 
surpluses. Under variable parity, farmers will 
have all the annoying inconveniences of a con¬ 
trol program without the advantage of a 90 
percent parity price. 


4. Inc 90 percent support program is not 
primarily responsible for existing surpluses 

Present surpluses of food and fiber have ac¬ 
cumulated during the last two years. (See 
“Record Proves Success of Cotton-Control Pro¬ 
grams.” August issue, page 108.) They are due 
to three things having no relation to the sound¬ 
ness of the 90 percent parity program: 1) A 30 
percent drop in exports; 2) failure to apply con¬ 
trols in 1953, even though it was common knowl¬ 
edge the fall of 1952 that they were needed; and 
3) record production aided and abetted by USDA 
in 1951 and 1952. A 90 percent support program 
on basic commodities was in effect for the 10 
years previous to 1952. But we accumulated no 
surpluses daring that time 


Rural Electrification Administrator Anchor 
Nelsen, speaking to members of Kentucky rural 
electric co-operatives here, says Kentucky farm¬ 
ers can handle their affairs better than can a 
bunch of bureaucrats in Washington. As a 
prominent bureaucrat. Mr. Nelsen should know 
whereof he speaks 

But we have heard this theme before from 
members of the Eisenhower Administration. And 
we have come to suspect this adoration for 
“folks" at home, as compared to unfeelng bu¬ 
reaucrats in Washington. 

Republican orators and to an extent the 
President himself seem trying to tell the Ameri¬ 
can people that government is somehow evil of 
(self, and that people who make government 
service a career are not quite trustworthy. The 
courthouse and the Farm Bureau, this theory 
implies, are stalled by “folks." But when these 
folks transfer to federal activity, they become, 
through some left-wing alchemy, "bureaucrats.” 

History should have taught R E.A. farmers to 
uspect this philosophy, whether it is uttered by 
Mr Nelsen or by private-utility interests who 
know that the R.E.A. co-ops would become easy 
prey il they weit* ut-piivtu of feudal pi'olecLor, 
and federal loans. And they would do well to 
note that Mr. Nelsen’s “home-folks” oratory 
comes at a highly suspicious time. 

It has been apparent for the past six months 
that a campaign is under way to discredit the 
R.E.A and the historic job the agency has done to 
bring electricity to the American farm. At first 
the campaign appeared to be largely the effort 
mf private-power publicists. Now they have been 
mined by Secretary of Agriculture Ezra Taft 
Benson, who recently launched an astonishing 
attack on R.E.A. loan policies. 

It must have been embarrassing for Mr. Nel- 
en, who previously had declared the government 
had made a tidy $48,000,000 profit from R.E.A 
loans, to hear his superior, Mr. Benson, complain 
that the government was losing $100,000,000 be¬ 
cause R.E.A. interest rates were too low. This 
is a line that has been pursued for years by- 
private power people who want to get rid of 
R.E.A. co-ops or so to discredit the agency that 
the co-op6 will be handed back to state control 
snd easy plunder by the private utilities. 

It is a completely phony argument. The R1A. 
nterest rates set bv Congress, have always made 


5. Flexible supports will have very little ef¬ 
fect on prices of farm products to consumers. 

And there will be no substantial increase in 
consumptoin What the farmer gets for farm 
products at 90 percent of parity is usually a 
rather small part of what the consumer pays for 
them. A drop of 10 to 20 percent in prices to the 
farmer would just about ruin him But it will 
not materially help the consumer. His prices on 
food products sold in towns would probably not 
drop more than 4 or 5 percent. Of course this 
varies considerably according to the commodity. 
Bear in mind, too, that the farmer is also a 
consumer. When his prices drop, he buys con¬ 
siderably less.

Lewis, Revolutionary War soldier, 
at Pomp, the Courier carried a 
history of his descendants pre¬ 
pared by Frank Lewis, a great 
grandson Now, the Courier has 
received a history of his pro¬ 
genitors. tracing the family back 
to Ireland in 1678. prepared by 
Mrs. D. H. Perry, a great great 
great granddaughter of the sol¬ 
dier The history follows: 


John Lewis, father of Thomas 
Lewis, was born in Donegal 
County. Ireland in 1678. the de¬ 
scendant of a family of Hugue¬ 
nots who took refuge in that 
kingdom fioin the persecutions 
that followed the assassination of 
Henry VI of France 
His rank was that of an Es¬ 
quire and he inherited a hand¬ 
some estate which he increased 
I by industry to a considerable 
value. 

In 1716 he married Margaret 
Lynn, the daughter of the Laird 
of Loch Lynn who was a descen¬ 
dant of the chief of a once pow- 
' erful clan in the Scotish High¬ 
lands. 

Owing to some trouble with his 
tenancy, he fled in 1729 to Portu¬ 
gal. After some strange adven¬ 
tures there, he emigrated in 1731 
to America. He was joined by 
his family in America and estab- 
J lished himself in the Valley of 
Virginia two miles east of the 
present site of Staunton 
He built a house of native 
stone, a good defense against 
1 the Indians, and in 1754 it suc- 
1 cessfullv withstood a long Indian 
siege 

He was colonel in the Augusta 
County Militia as early a* 1743: 
he was presiding justice in 1745. 
and high sherff in 1748 

Tn 1751. when 73 years of age. 
he assisted his son Andrew, then 
agent of the Loyal Company, ex¬ 
plore and survey the latter's 
grant on Greenbrier River. It 
was because he became entangled 


war for independence 

The military record of Thomas 
Lewis during the Revolution is as 
follows— 

"The sad Thomas Lewis, while 
a resident of Washington County. 
Virginia, enlisted and served as 
a private in the Virginia Troops 
as follows From June 1776, six 
weeks, in Captain A Bowen's 
Company. Cola A. Campbell's 
Regiment From Sept. 1776. two 
j months, under same Captain. 
' From July 1780. four months, as 
a ranger and sky In Captain A 
Bowen's Company, Col William 
Campbell's regiment From Dec 
1780. three months, ir Captain 
James Orathree's Company. Col. 
A. Campbell’s Regiment, and was 
in an engagement with the In- 
1 dians. 

The soldiers moved to Ken¬ 
tucky in 1782 and settled on 
Dick's River. In September of 
that year Thomas Lewis enlisted 
and served two months in Cap- 
j tain John Downey's Company. 

Col Barnett's Regiment, and was 
j in Gen George Rogers Clark's 
expedition to the Falls of the 
Ohio and up the Wabash River.

1849 At the age of 
seventeen he came with the fam¬ 
ily and settled on the head of 
Carter Fork of Grassy Creek near 
the present Nickell, Ky In Oc¬ 
tober of 1866

Industrious and capable, Mon¬ 
roe led the band of children in 
the fencing and clearing of lands 
and the raising of harvesting of 
crops while the father plied his 
trade of carpentry and the mother 
spun, wove and made the family 
clothing 

He spent most of his recreation 
hours in the close study of the 
few obtainable books of the time 
and attended some of the short 
term subscription schools, and 
though a close and busy student, 
he always took time off for sports 
and athletics in which he usually 
excelled in most contests with his 
contemporaries. He could outrun, 
out jump and out hop all comers, 
and I have seen him stand on the 
level, vault in the air and sum¬ 
mersault either backward or for¬ 
ward. lighting nimbly on his 
feet. In fact. I have never seen 
his acting outclassed except by 
professional performers in the 
circus or other shows. While in 
college at Lexington he did a feat 
that has never been surpassed: 
In a running two hops and a 
jump he cleared sixty feet. A 
stake was driven and put to rec¬ 
ord as a dare to all future con¬ 
tenders. It is said that a colored 
man came within six inches of 
the stake, breaking his thigh in 
the attempt. The stake may have 
been removed and the incident 
forgotten, but only a few years 
ago the stake and the record were 
intact as witnessed by different 
men from this section 

After his college hours he spent 
fhe remainder of his life as a 
professional teacher in the schools 
of the country and of the teach¬ 
ers institutes in different coun¬ 
ties Many of our prominent men 
got their schooling under his 
tutelage, but I cannot think of 
one of his pupils that Is now liv¬ 
ing. An accomplished scholar, a 
gentleman of repute pleasant, 
sociable and friendly, he merited 
the friendship of a multitude of 
Morgan county citizenry. 

On February 4, 1876 he mar¬ 
ried Mary Frances Nickel!, daugh¬ 
ter of James and Kitty Brooks 
Nickell of N.ekoll, Ky. aiitl pa¬ 
ternal aunt of the late S Monroe 
Nickell But their marital bliss 
lasted only a few short months. 
On May 19, after their mariage, 
he started to Jackson, Ky. to col¬ 
lect some money for the teaching 
of the institute there. On the 
way he fell in with a company 
of his neighbors on their way to 
Kentucky River fishing. At the 
mouth of Frozen Creek they 
stopped for a .swim in the river. 
One of the boys who was a poor 
swimmer began to call for help. 
Testerrqpn went to his aid, and 
though an expert swimmer fell 
into the clutch of the larger man 
and both went down, thus ex¬ 
changing his own life for the life 
of a friend Several months later 
their chid Monrova Testerman 
Jones was bom. She had an ex¬ 
cellent mother, but never knew

"Farm people in Elliott county 
should be assured that the Ash¬ 
land District Social Security of¬ 
fice is prepared and qualified to 
serve them with complete infor¬ 
mation about the new changes in 
the Social Security law.” This 
was the statement of County Agent 
E. D. Kice after he returned from 
a visit to the Social Security Of¬ 
fice. 

E D. Rice pointed out the 
1954 Amendments to Social Se¬ 
curity provide insurance pro¬ 
tection to both farm operators 
and farm workers. "The costs 
are low, and tne benefits are 
great," he said. 

Beginning January, 1955, per¬ 
sons who farm for themselves 
will be included in Social Secur¬ 
ity if they make as much as $400 
a year profit from their farming 
operations Farm workers are 
included if they are paid cash 
wages of $100 a year or more 
from any one farmer 

The first thing these people 
should do, the County Agent ex¬ 
plained, is get Social Security 
cards—if they don’t already have 
them. The next thing they should 
do. he Mid, il learn about the 
valuable protection they’ll have 
from Social Security. 

The farm operation will re¬ 
port his own earnings at the end 
of each year—at the time he 
files his income tax return The 
Social Security law provides a 
very simple way of doing this— 
farmers won't have to do any 
complicated bookkeeping Wages 
of farm employees will be re¬ 
ported to the government by the 
person they work for. 

Persons farming for themselves 
will pay a Social Security cont¬ 
ribution of 3 per cent on his 
net yearly earnings. As the farm 
worker's share of the Social Se- 
ceurity tax. 2 per cent of his 
wages will be witheld by his 
employer who will match this 
amount from his own funds. 

Retirement benefts from Social 
Security range from $30.00 to 
$108.50 per month. Family bene¬ 
fits for dependents of deceased 
persons may go as high as $200 
every' month To become eligible 
for these payments, farm workers 
and operators must be in Social 
Security for at least a year and 
a half. As time goes by more cov¬ 
erage will be required under the 
law. depending upon either the 
individual's date of death or when 
he reaches the age of 65 

Details about these things can 
be had from the Ashland Social 
Security office. Persons in that

Resource Production 
Declines In Kentucky 


Pvt. Bach Graduates 
At Camp Gordon 


FRANKFORT. K> . Nov 8 
Kentucky's coal, oil and clay 
production declined last year as 
compared with 1952. A D. Sisk, 
chief of the Department of Mines 
and Minerals, reported to Gov¬ 
ernor Wetherby 

Coal mine tonnage fell from 
64.515.091 tons to 63.535,507 tons 
while oil production dropped to 
424.605 barrels from 11,917803 
barrels in 1952. The state's 72 
clay mines' tonnage was 889775 
compared with 1.003.687 tons for 
the preceding year. 

The department reported, too. 
that 46.780 men were employed 
in the coal mining industry, in 
2.214 mines—while for the pre¬ 
ceding year it was 53,742 men in 
2,367 mines Rail production was 
50.442,722 tons, while truck mine 
production totaled 13 092.785 tons. 

In addition Sisk reported that 
there were 59 mine casualties for 
the year—or an average of one 
for each 1.076.873 tons produced

R. Rash. Jr. chairman of the 
State ASC Committee, who says 
that the recent changes in regu¬ 
lations by the U. S Departnent 
<>f Agriculture, which (Jid away 
with "total acreage allotments,” 
.id not effect basic requirements 
for ACP assistance To be eligible 
for participation In this program, 
- farmer must not exceed any in¬ 
dividual crop acreage allotment 
This requirement applies even to 
allotments of less than 15 acres 
of wheat 

Mr. Rash draws particular at¬ 
tention to the wheat allotment 
i>ecause of thr difference in the 
price-support regulations and the 
ACP requirements on this point 
A farmer may harvest up to 15 
acres of wheat, regardless of his 
allotment, and still be eligible for 
price-support loans on crops oth¬ 
er than wheat, if lie has complied 
with all other allotments. But he 
will not be elgible for ACP assis¬ 
tance if be harvests more than 
his actual allotment in any crop, 
including wheat 

There is no specific require¬ 
ment on the use of diverted acres 
as a baais for clgibility under the 
ACP program. ACP officials re- 
iiort, however, that there will be 
wide opportunty for much-need- 
i-d conservation work on these 
diverted acres In furtherance of 
this work. ACP will dedicate a 
large part of it- 1955 funds.

Kentucky's hunting season will 
open Wednesday, Nov. 17, at 12 
o’clock noon when the water- 
fowl season opens and on the 
following Saturday, Nov 20. rab¬ 
bits and quail may be killed. 

Shooting hours for the 55-day 
waterfowl season are from one- 
half hour before sunrise until 
sunset except on opening day, 
when shooting will oegin at noon 
and continue until sunset The 
30-day rabbit and quail MMM 
will close Jan 18 In all shoot¬ 
ing only guns which will hold 
not more than three shells in the 
magazine and barrel combined 
may be used. A hunting license 
<* rmiu:rerl for all hunting in 
Kentucky except for residents 
over 85 and in addition water- 
fowl hunters, over 18 years, must 
also have a duck stamp which 
may be purchased at postoffices. 

In addition to rabbits and 
quail, squirrels may also be killed 
from Nov. 20 through Dec 31, 
this being the second half of the 
split season which was decreed 
this year. 

The season for trapping and 
taking raccoon, opossum, mink, 
skunk, muskrat and red fox opens 
on Nov. 20 and extends through 
Jan. 18. There is no limit on 
these fur-bearers.
